In the calendar of ancient British 
saints, this day, the third of November, 
is dedeaited to the worship of 81 
Rumbaid, also called Rumwold, Rum 
ald, and Grumbald. This canonized 
infant prodigy, whose remarkable ca- 
reer was confined within the compas 
of 72 hours, is now forgotten by al) but 
a few students of legendary lore, save 
in Buckingham and a few other Eng- 
‘ish communities where memorials 
perpe.uate his name and fame. Yet 
for many centuries his .east day was 
marked by great pilgrimages of the 
faithful to St. Rumbald’s chureh at 
Buckingham, where his remains were 
preserved, and by a still more curious 
ceremony at Boxley, in Kent, where 
rura] swains took their fiancees to un- 
dergo the test of virtue. Many an en- 
sgagement was broken, and numerous} 
were the maidens whos lives were) 
wrecked, by this test, which consisted | 
of lighting the statue of the infant 
saint. The image was hollow, and eso/ 
light that a child might lift it, but at! 
times it resisted the strength of the! 
strongest man | 

“The moving hereof,” said a con-| 
temporary writer, “was made the| 
condition of women's chastity. Such} 
who paid the priest well might easily | 
remove it, whilst others might tug at! 
it to no purpose. For the contrivance 
was such that it was fastened with a 
pin of wood by an invisible stander 
behind. Now, when such maidens of- 
fered to take it who had been bounti- | 
ful to the priest before, they bore it} 
away with ease, which was impos- 
sible for their hands to remove who 
had been closefisted in their confes- 
sions. Thus it moved more laughter 
than devotion, and many chaste wives 
afd virgins went away with blushing 
faces, leaving (without cause) the sus- 
picion of thelr wantonness In the eyes 
of the beholders; whilst others came 
; off with more credit (because with 
| more coin) though with less chastity.” 
It was not until the middle of the 
| sixteenth century that the belief In the 


efficacy of this “test” was finally 
|}abandoned, and at about the same 
time the annual pilgrimages to the 


| shrine ef St. Rumbald ceased. 

| St. Rumbald, according to legend, 
was the son of a king of Northum- 
| bria, born at Sutton, near the town of 
Buckingham. He was no sooner 
born, it is sald, than he cried out: “I 
am a Christian.” He then made a con- 
fession of faith, and asked that he be 
| baptised, appointing his own god- 
fathers and choosing his own name 
He asked that a large hollow stone In 
the neighborhood be used as his bap- 
tismal font, As soon as the ceremony 
was completed, the new-born infant 
walked many miles to a certain well 
near Brackley, where he set up a pul- 
pit and preached constantly for two 
days, He then made a will, asking 
that his body be kept one year near 
Sutton, two years at Brackley, and at 
Buckingham for ever after. This ac- 
comp)isehd, he expired, his whole life 
having covered only three days. For 
centuries this legend was implicitly be- 
lieved, but at length, with the rise of 
the spirit of skepticism, St, Rumbald 
became an object of derision and 
laughter, and his name a synomyn

History of American Footbal" 


This coming week will mark the forty-eighth anniversary of the 
beginning of inter-collegiate football on this side of the Atlantic. 
The first gridiron contest ever staged in America between college 
teams was played at New Brunswick, N.J, on the sixth day of 
November, 1869. The opposing teams represented Princeton and 
Rutgers, although the former institution was then known as 
Nassau Hall, and was far from being the great university it now Is. 
Rutgers College is at ew Brunswick, only about twenty miles 
from Old Nassau, and @ proximity of the two Institutions natur- 
ally led to an intense athletic rivalry. Rutgers was the firat to take 
up football, and organized an eleven with W. J. Leggett as captain. 

he Princetonians were challenged to a gridiron battle, and Nas- 
éau immediately accepted the defi. W. 8S. Gummere, who had made 
a reputation on the diamond, was chosen as the leader of the team 
that was to bear the colors of Old Nassau in a contest at the new 
sport with the hated rival. Gummere and Legget arranged a meet- 
ing to formulate a set of rules to govern the first intercollegiate 
gridiron combats. This pioneer set of regulations ts a remarkable 
code, and bears practically no resemblance to the rules governing 
any form of present-day football. Some of the provisions were as 
follows: 

The players on each side shall number twenty-five. 

Four judges and two referees shall officiate at each game. 

There shall be no throwing or running with the ball, either con- 
stituting a foul, when the ball must be thrown perpendicularly in the 
air by the offending side. 

There shall be no tripping or holding of players, and holding 
the ball and free kicks are not allowed. 

In case a bal] passes out of bounds, it shall be kicked on hori- 
zontally by the side which kicked it out,

CHARLES DILKE--A Ruined Life 


° BY SIR HENRY LUCY. 


Apart from. its story of an interest- 
ing career blurred by a sordid tragedy. 
“The Life of Sir Charles Dilke” 
(Murray; 2 vols., 36s ), published to- 
@ay, is a valuable contribution to the 
history of British politics through a 
period of forty years. Dilke watched 
its progress from the inner circle and 
had a weighty influence upon its 
course. It is a fortunate circumstance 
that the record has been compiled 
and written in a manner worthy of 
the importance of the theme. Com- 
menced by Mr. Stepnen Gwynn, M.P., 
completed and edited by Miss Tuck- 
well, niece of Lady Dilke and litera ry 
executrix of Sir Charles, no ineima- 
tion is given as to where one begins 
and the other follows. It is, however, 
not difficult to make a guess at the 
allotment of parts. 

Since the far-off day when Bel- 
@hazzar, the king, made a great feast 
and w sain“ ETAO Sbb cmf cmfwmm 
and was “in that night’ cut off while 
at the topmost height of his glory and 
his power, there has been nothing 
equal to the downfall of Sir Charies 
Dilke. Returned to the House cf 
Commons while sti!] a young man, un- 
assisted by patronage, handicapped by 
@ speech on the Queen's Civil List 
made amid a tumultuous scene in his 
fourth session, he; by sheer merit and 
tireless industry, worked himself up 
to a position of the first rank and of 
still higher promise. Im the month 
of July 1885 he had for the time 
reached the apogee of his fame. From 
the Under-Secretaryship of Foreign 
Affairs, an important post fitied with 
eu ng ability, he had won his way 
to et rank and the headship of 
an important Administration. 

Gladstone havin, closely watched 
his career, arrived at the opinion that 
he would be his successor in the Lead- 
ership of the House of Commons. This 
view was expressed in a letter to Lord 
Acton in 1884. As events shaped them- 
selves, the forecast would not only 
thave been carried a step further. Up 
© 1885 the only compet'tor with Dilke 
for the prize of the Premiership was 
Chamberiain. In 1894, when Gilad- 
stone finally resigned, Chamberiain 
had gone over to the enemy with bag 
and baggage. To the end Dilke re- 
mained faithful to Liberal principles, 
and would undoubtedly have been 
nomina’ed by acclamation to the Pre- 
miership. 

The handwriting on the wail was 
seen by the doomed Minister under 
dramatic circumstances. On the even- 
ing of Saturday, Ju'y 18. 1885, return- 
ing home from a dinner given at the 
Reform Club to celebrate the passing 
in‘o law of the Redistribution Biil—a 
G‘fficult achievement large y due to 
his tactful management—he found 
awaiting him a letter from an old 
family friend asking him to call on 
the morrow morning on a grave busi- 
ness matter. At the interview he learn- 
ed particulars of the a'legation upon 
which an action for d'\orce, in which 
he was cited as co-respondent, was 
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instituted. The rest of this part of 
the story is too wel] known to need 
re-telling. Briefly, Sir Charlies found 
himself flung from the eminence he 
had attained, an exile from Parlia- 
ment, boycotted by society. 


It was a blow that would finally 
have crushed most men. With what 
courage and patience it was faced, and 
how Dilke, returned to Parliament 
seven years later by the Forest of 
Deen, won his way back to much of

GOD THE INVISIBLE KING 
By H. G. Welis. 


As its name sugges's, this book is 
@ representation of Mr. Wells’ idea of 
God. It has been described, not in- 
aptly, as “All about God, by H. G. 
Wells.” Naturally enough, coming 
from that cource, ft is a repudiation 
of all existing and bygone conceptions 
of the Deity. Beyond that it is mainly 
fog. There is no doubt, from the 
enthusiaem he displays, that Mr. 
Wells’ genius has found or contrived 
a theological system that is eminent- 
ly satisfactory and inspiring to him- 
self. Perhaps to others likewise able 
to evolve a comfortable religious be- 
lief by a process of introspection, the 
book may be helpful.
